THE GHOST of Joseph Lister 
mu st have smiled to itself in the 
last few weeks if it became cog­ 
nizant of some writings that have 
appeared 
i n 
variou s maga­ 
zines. 
Lister is gen­ 
erally credited 
with 
the de­ 
velopment 
o f 
sterile modern 
su rgery. As a 
m atter of fact, 
he was respon­ 
sible 
for 
the 
idea that in- 
f e c t i o n s in 
wou nds 
were 
produ ced 
b y 
germs, and he 
especially em­ 
phasized germs in the air. 
The 
germs in the air, he thou ght, fell 
into the open wou nd and contami­ 
nated it, and his idea was to kill 
all the air germs by u sing a car­ 
bolic spray in the operating room. 
His principle was the principle of 
antiseptic su rgery; only incident­ 
ally did he practice the idea of 
aseptic su rgery, the sterilization of 
instru ments, hands, gowns, towels 
and sponges. 
Since long before Lister died, 
sterilization by heat (plu s soap and 
water on the hands of ¿he opera­ 
tors) has been all that the modern 
su rgeon has requ ired. The carbolic 
spray of Lister that filled the 
operating rooms for a short time 
has not been u sed for over 40 years. 
Bu t the germ content of the air 
is again u nder investigation, ac­ 
cording to J. D. Ratcliff, in a recent 
magazine article. 
He says that 
two Harvard investigators bu ilt a 
sneezing machine into the wall of 
a room like an operating room. 
The atomizine nozzle sent a snrav 


of bacteria mixed with distilled 
water into the room. 
They fou nd 
that the germs which attached 
themselves to tiny particles of 
water did not fall to the floor after 
the water had evaporated, bu t 
floated arou nd in the air of the 
operating room. 
They fou nd that 
by tu rning the light of an artificial 
ray lamp into the room they cou ld 
kill practically all the floating 
germs. 
Applied to Operating Room 
At the hospital of Du ke u niver­ 
sity, according to Mr. Ratcliff, this 
has been pu t to practical appli­ 
cation in the operating rooms, by 
u sing a battery of eight u ltraviolet 
ray tu bes. The resu lts, as reported 
in operative cases, indicate that 
this has cau sed great improvement. 
Hospitalization time for a grou p 
in which the lights were u sed 
averaged nine days. With anothei 
grou p in which the lights were not 
u sed, the hospitalization time was 
21 days.

another experiment in which a su r­ 
geon is u sing ammonia to steriliz« 
the air of a room. 
He maintain! 
that wou nds heal more prom pt^ 
with fewer cases of infection 01 
any kind than u nder the ordinary 
aseptic su rgical techniqu e. 
I have seen no confirmation ol 
these 
experiments 
in 
technical 
magazines, bu t I can’t help feelin? 
that the revival of his idea is verj 
gratifying to Joseph Lister.
